"Did I ever see a dead man Bitting in 


& phair in a stateroom and bending 
over a book as though he had been 
reading when he TV as drowned? Never. 
Nor has any other diver. I've been in 
sunken steomers that were full of 
corpses. There was, for instance, the 
Hamburg steamer 
Cimbria, which 


went down in the North Sea some five 
years ago with five hundred emigrants. 
I and two other divers from here, who 
were Sent for to help in getting out the 
cargo, literally worked among hundreds 
of corpses 
A diver working a vessel 


for corpses feels for them along the 
deilings if the wreck is older than a 
couplepf days. If he goes into her only 
a day'or two after she went down he 
feels along both the floors and ceilings. 
That's where the corpses are; not in 
chairs." 


"Why did they send away over here 


for divers to go down into the Cim- 
bria»" 


"Because New York divers are on 


the top of the heap. The reason is 
that most of their work is done m the 
dark; for it's pitch dark undoi the 
water around New York. I suppose 
it's on account of the sewage. A diver 
from other waters can't work in those 
around New Yoik 
But a New Yoik 


diver can work in the clear waters 
elsewhere 
twice 
as fast 
as the 


Jocal divers, because his sense of touch 
—sense of touch under water—is so 
finely developed. We New York divers 
can tell various metals, if they are un- 
der water, apart by sense of touch; but 
if they are not under water we can feel 
no difference between them. Here, for 
instance, are a piece of copper and a 
piece of brass. Put them on the table 
and blindfold me, and I can't tel 
which is which. Chuck 'em in the 
basin and pour water over them and 1 
can tell the moment I toucli the pieces 
which is the copper and which is the 
biass. You see wo New York divers 
h.tVe to., ply all kinds of trades in the 
dark. 


"If a green h.md came to me and 


wanted to learn the profession of div- 
ing, the first thing I'd advise him would 
lie to go to sea till he'd learned the ins 
and outs of all kinds of vessels and how 
to handle and store cargo 
Then he's 


pretty competent to work 
wiecks. 


Jfaxt I*d tell him to learn all kinds of 
ti ades. For we don't consider working 
wrecks a very fine line of the profession 
The real fine work is when a diver has 
to ply some trade such as carpentering 
qr pipe laying, under water. For in- 
' stance, a very tine job was the laying 
,of the line of pipe for the Health De- 
partment from Port Morris to North 
Brother: Island. 
The diver had to keep 


the line straight, unpack the pipe, put 
it togethei, and, in fact, do in the daik 
the woik of a skillful pipelayer." 


"What does a diver's outht consist 


of?" 


"A boat, a pump, hose, lines and 


dress. The dress consists of layers ol 
duck and lubber. The shoes weigh 
twenty pounds each. On his chest and 
"back he carries forty-pound weights. 
'Ihe helmet, when it has been placed 
'over the diver's head, is firmly screwed 
rinto a copper collar that is attached to 
his dress. A weighted line is sunk to 
the spot he is to reach, and down that 
line ha goes with the life line around 
ihis waist and the hose, through which 
the air is pumped, attached to his hel- 
jnet Those who handle the life-line 
and hose must legulate these as he 
(moves about below.'' 


"What are a diver's working day 


iand wages'1" 


"Four hours and $6. If he furnishes 


ihis own apparatus his wages are higher 
^-$85 to $50 a day. For getting a 
hawser out of a steamer's screw I'd 
charge $50 if I furnished my own ap- 
paratus." 


"I supposes pat t of the charge is for 


the risks you run?" 


"Yes, a diver is exposed to a good 


•many dangers. One of them, you'll 
lie surpiised to learn, is falling asleep. 
On a hot day the contiast between the 
heat above and the delicious coolness 
below water is apt to make a divei 
sleepy 
I once slept an hour and a 


half at the bottom of a wreck near 
Kingston, where I -svas laying pipe. 
Suppose that had happened in the 
channel near Governor's Island, wheie 
the tide runs so swift that a divei ran 
work onlyduring the one liotu of slack 
water 
If I'd slept over that one hoxu 


'the deadly rush of tide would have 
snapped the life line and hose. Then 
in working wrecks there is the danger 
of getting jammed in between the 
freight or of getting the hose or line 
tangled 
When "the hose snaps thu 


frightful pressure kills the divei. Ha 
is sickeningly distorted by rt." 


"Aie there expeit divers in New 


York!"' 


"Look!" 
He held out a shield- 


ehaped badge, on which was engraved:

1.""What does the F. C. stand for?"

ST. LOUIE, Ang. 9.—"Jerry, would you 


like a couplo of lemons?" 


"No, Maxwell; I'm not going to oat any- 


thing more." 


"Better take them." 
"No; much obliged; but you can make 


mo a lemonndo and send it in, if you want 
to." 


This conversation passed between the 


two members of the senior class of mur- 
derer's In St. Louis jail about 6 p.m.yester- 
day, and would indicate that Pagels con- 
templated the act of sulcldo which ho 
successfully compassed a few hours Inter. 


Hunday night Fagels took leave of his 


wife, tolling her she need not come any 
more. As noon as sho had gone ho went 
Into the cell of his most Intimate friend 
among the prisoners, John J. Pendergnst, 
federal offender. 
Bursting Into tears he 


bemoaned his hard fate for awhile, and 
then closing tho Interview with tho re- 
mark: 


"I don't cure for the hanging, it's tho

All day long yesterday 
he was comparatively cheerful, even utter 
the news cume that the Supreme Court 
would not consider his case of error; and 
It wai nearly sU o'clock when ho told 
Jailer Callahan that he had great hope of 
a favorable termination of hii attorneys' 
trip to Jefferson City, whither t^oy wont 
last night to secure a respite until Oovor- 
nor Marmaduke's return, from acting Gov- 
ernor Morehouse.

Vienna for Bulgaria by permission of the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, and with the as- 
surance that he would certainly receive 
the moral, and possibly the physical sup- 
port of Europe with the exception of Rus- 
sia and Prance, and of course Turkey, and 
his presence at Turnseverln to-morrow 
will be the signal for a series of complica- 
tions. Even if he does receive the support 
of Austria, Germany, England and Italy,

without the formal acceptance of his rule 
by Turkey, in accordance with tho terms

Prince of Bulgaria after receiving the 
Turkish note, it would be incumbent upon 
Turkey to send an army to Sofia to expel 
him.

'hostility, and then would come fhe Czar's 
opportunity. Russia is iu a position to 
fill Bulgaria with troops before an oppos- 
ing army can arrive at the borders of that 
country, and this she without doubt will 
ilo upon tho slightest pretext. All un- 
prejudiced opinions agree that Prince Fer- 
dinand is much more likely to be a Russian 
prisoner than Prince of Bulgaria within a 
month.
